About 200 people flooded 
Town Hall on Wednesday 
night, to learn more about 
the Crystal Beach Gateway 

An open house was offered 
by staff to give precise and up 
to date information on the 
continuing site plan process 
for the controversial 12-sto¬ 
rey condo development, a 
private-public partnership 
between the Town of Fort Erie 
and Burlington-based devel¬ 
oper the Molinaro Group. 

For years, opposition to the 
project at Fort Erie's prime 
waterfront jewel has been 
concerned about public 
access limitations it may cre¬ 
ate, if built on the south side 
of Erie Road in Crystal 
Beach. 

Vince Molinaro, president of 
the Molinaro Group, was glad 
to be on hand at the open 
forum to explain the project 
and its specific details.

"The building is the same 
height, the beach is still pub¬ 
lic... no matter how many 
times we have to say that, 
said Molinaro. 

He understands there are 
many unanswered questions 
throughout the community 
relating to what the overall 
product will look like upon 
completion. 

That's why all the profes¬ 
sionals involved with the 
project were in attendance, 
to carefully explain what the 
final product will be. 

"We brought everybody 
here to answer all the ques¬ 
tions," he said.

Now is the time to speak up about health care in Niagara 


Dear Editor, 


Let’s go Fort Erie, now is 
the time to stand up and 
speak out and let the gov¬ 
ernment know that over 
5,000 people were not wrong. 
We warned them of what 
would happen when they 
made the disastrous cuts to 
our local hospital and they 
chose to ignore us. 

How could it work? 

The combined population 
of 50,000 residents of Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie were 
forced to attend the remain¬ 
ing three hospitals for emer¬ 


gency care, and our acute 
beds were closed so the 
patients who would have 
been admitted locally were 
now waiting for available 
beds out of town. 

Patients needing hospital¬ 
ization through the emer¬ 
gency rooms are left in hall¬ 
ways, storage rooms or 
moved from area to area 
because there are no avail¬ 
able beds. 

The Ontario Health 
Coalition held public con¬ 
sultations across Niagara, 
and the stories told by the 
victims, and that is the only 
word to call them, were hor¬ 
rendous, and upsetting. It is 


hard to believe that our 
healthcare could have 
declined to such lows. 
Family members of C-diff 
victims spoke out about the 
suffering and anguish their 
loved ones were subjected 
to, and the lack of responsi¬ 
bility of the NHS in how the 
c-diff contamination was 
handled. 

They cited personal sto¬ 
ries of being sent home to be 
back in the public without 
being told what to do to pre¬ 
vent contaminating those 
they were in contact with, 
and about lax control within 
the hospital system. 

Many years ago they put 


quarantine cards on homes 
with communicable disease 
- and the residents did not 
mix and mingle. Was that so 
wrong, as it did stop passing 
it on to others? 

Staff cuts were made and 
jobs were combined and 
expected to be done by those 
who remained. 

Housekeeping was given 
the job of delivering patient 
trays, along with the clean¬ 
ing duties and yet given no 
extra time to do it. 

Gone are the days when 
our hospitals were safe and 
clean.

Museum receives 
grant from province

Fort Erie's history is about 
to step into the technological 
age and make its on-line 

The museum services at 
the Fort Erie Historical 
Museum received $40,000 
from the Ontario Ministry of 
Tourism and Culture's 
Museums and Technology 
Fund program. The Bertie 
Historical Society will con¬ 
tribute another $40,000 to 
match the grant. 

The money will help cre¬ 
ate a an on-line database of 
all the museum's informa¬ 
tion currently stored away 
stored away in dozens of fil¬ 
ing cabinets. 

The museum receives daily 
requests for information 
from people in the commu¬ 
nity and all over the world, 
says Jane Davies, administra¬ 
tor of the museum. 

She says many residents 
stop in the museum to 
research their family tree, or 
just to learn about the com¬ 
munity. 

"We receive requests for 
information from all over. We 
once had a request from 
someone in London, England 
who was asking for every¬ 
thing we had of the War of 
1812.” 

The museum was unable 
to fill that request because 
the majority of information 
is only available on paper. 
And even though the infor¬ 
mation is organized by about 
50 volunteers, it still takes 
time to figure out where to 
access that information, says 

"We always find everything 


we are looking for, but it 
might take two to three days 
to do so." 

The database will include 
everything from birth certifi¬ 
cates, to post cards, photo¬ 
graphs and everything in 
between. Every item in the 
museum's collection will be 
given a description to ensure 
that all of the museum's his¬ 
tory will remain for future 
generations to enjoy. 

Now, when people want to 
access information whether 
in person or from the com¬ 
fort of their own home, they 
will be able to have access to 
more than just names and 
dates, says Davies. 

The administrator says the 
museum originally applied 
for the grant last year, but 
was denied because the 
museum didn't meet a set of 
standards in order to qualify 
for the grant. 

One of the standards need 
to qualify was to have on-line 
access to all of the museum's 
information. 

In a meeting with mayor 
Doug Martin and Davies, 
MPP Kim Craitor sat down 
and learned about the impor¬ 
tance of helping the museum 
to secure the grant. 

Craitor learned whenever 
someone was looking for 
something, they would ask a 
volunteer where the infor¬ 
mation was stored. He says 
he understood why it is 
important the museum build 
a database. 

“I understood they had the 
quickest computer system 
— their volunteers. But, the 
volunteers won't be here for- 

Building the database will 
begin next year, in January 
and it will take 12 months to 
complete, says Davies.

With an election just a lit¬ 
tle over a month away, about 
33 people gathered at a meet 
and greet with George Lepp 
on Wednesday evening. 

He is the Progressive 
Conservative Party candi¬ 
date in the Niagara riding, 
which encompasses Fort 
Erie, Niagara Falls and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, for 
the Oct. 6 provincial elec- 

The PC candidate said 
health care, the cost of living 
and the job industry are on 
the minds of many Fort Erie 
residents and these issues 
are ones he will address if 
he is elected. 

“I expect people will ask 
questions about Douglas 
Memorial Hospital, jobs, 
personal issues relating to 
the cost of living,” Lepp told 
the Times. 

He said he planned to see 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls 


grow into an economic gate¬ 
way to open up new jobs in 
the area to attract younger 
families to the area. 

"It's just an idea right now.

When a horse's racing 
career comes to an end...it 
doesn't mean its life has to at 
the same time. 

Since 2007, the Last 
Chance Horse and Pony 
Rescue has been a refuge for 
injured and sometimes 
neglected horses to get a 
second chance. 

Located on Rebstock Road 
in Crystal Beach, the five- 
acre facility houses 15 horses 
and five ponies and even a 
donkey named "Boomer." 

Most of the time, equines 
are brought to the farm for 
race-inquired injuries such 
as bowed tendons or bone 
fractures. 

Sharon Allen, owner of the 
facility, said once a horse is 
fully-rehabilitated they can 
be adopted by a caring indi¬ 
vidual or group, but entering 
them back into racing is out 
of the question. It's all about 


dition where there is no 
more pain and suffering 
from the wear and tear of 


competition. 

"They do heal over time, 
but you need to give them 
enough rest," she said. 

Moving to the new facility 
in November from aproper- 
a House Road, Allen said 
current ranch provides 
more opportunity to operate 
comfortably. 

"We saw a lot of potential 
here," she said. 

When a horse is fully 
recovered, Sharon says she 
is still very careful when put¬ 
ting them up for adoption 
and wants to be sure they 
won;t be used for something 
an injury has made the horse 
incapable of, or might jeop¬ 
ardize their rehabilitation. 

"It depends on the horse's 
ability and what type of work 
they can get into," she said. 

A handful of volunteers 
have made the rescue facility 
operate smoothly, which 
Sharon's brother-in-law says 
has been very helpful with 
the overall picture. 

"The volunteers are very 
important, they help so 
much," he said. 

But they do need more 
assistance, when it comes to

finances. 

Dave used two horses 
Dreamer and Hope as exam¬ 
ples. Between the both of 
them over the last month, 
their combined vet bills have 
exceeded $1,000... which can 
be difficult to pay for out of 
their own pocket. 

"That cost doesn't even 
include feed," he said. 

It's the little things that 
also help, such as the gener¬ 
ous donation from a nearby 
farmer who has given about 
70 round bales of hay in 
recent months. 

Dave also said a 48-foot 
trailer for storage would be 
huge asset. 

Tiven if we have to pay a 
few hundred dollars for it, is 
great," he said. 

Sharon also has an idea 
she hopes will be received 
well by the community... the 
opportunity to sponsor a 
stall for $100 a month.

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Museum volunteers thanked for decades of service 


These ladles are working 
diligently at preserving the 
past for hiture generations to 
remember. 

The Fort Erie Historical 
Museum in Ridgeway cele¬ 
brated three of its longest 
serving volunteers. 

Bev Jewson, Jean Tripp 
were recognized for 40 years 
of service and Pat Mitchell 
was recognized for 35 years 
of service with high tea cele¬ 
brations on International 
Museum Day this past May. 

Every Wednesday for a few 
hours in the morning, and 
sometimes a few hours in the 
afternoon, Jewson and 
Mitchell catalogue every¬ 
thing that comes through the 
doors of the museum. 

These items include every¬ 
thing from yearbooks, to 
clothes, to photographs and 
quilts are numbered, and 
catalogued like a book in a 

Every day brings new trea¬ 
sures and amazing discover¬ 
ies, says Tripp. 

“We're always thrilled for 


new things to come in." 

Upstairs, in the museum 
Tripp can be found encapsu¬ 
lating old documents and 
photographs from as early as 
the 1800's. Tripp takes the 
old documents, cleans them 
up and preserves them in a 
plastic coating with air vents 
to let the item breathe. This 
process allows these items to 
be handled on a daily basis 
without deterioration. 

“It's a lot like laminating, 
but it's not quite the same 
thing because the plastic is 
usually open on one side.” 

Manyfamilies have records 
dating back to over 100 years 
and most people don't even 
realize the resources in the 
museum, says Tripp. 

The ladies say they were 
inspired to get involved in 
history when the Bertie 
Historical Society was start¬ 
ed. 

“It all goes back to the 
Bertie Historical Society and 
it was due to Margaret Teal 
who began the society in 
1970. She inspired us to vol¬ 
unteer,” says Jewson. 

She says more people 
became more serious about

artifacts and instead of 
throwing them away, they 
were donated to the histori¬ 
cal society. 

“If Margaret hadn't come 
along and started it all, none 
of this would be here, not 
even the Fort Erie Historical 
Museum.”

The Fort Erie Meteors are 
expecting bigger and better 
results this year. 

During die 2010-11 Jr. B 
Golden Horseshoe League 
season, the local squad 
recorded only seven wins and 
lost 46 games against oppo- 

Compared to the 332 goals 
that were scored against 
them, the Meteors found the 
back of the net 114 times. 

Director of hockey opera¬ 
tions Tony Passero and head 
coach Clint Strachan are 
eager to put last season 
behind them and are highly 
optimistic for the regular sea¬ 
son, which begins on Sept 10 
at home.

"Even though we've lost 
some that would have been a 
great use to us, we've picked 
up some key players that will 
definitely mike us a better 
team," said Passero, who also 
feels recruitment of a no. 1 
goalie will be a final puzzle 
piece when the roster is set 
before the first game. 

One player Passero and 
Strachan are excited to wel¬ 
come this year is a new centre 
Brock Malatches. 

"He's going to bring a lot of 
grit and speed... and he's a 


really smart player, " said 
Passero. 

Forward Jordan Bailey, who 
is the brother of Josh Bailey 
from the National Hockey 
League's New York Islanders, 
will also join the team. 

He has been brought in 
from Junior 'C' in Uxbridge. 

One of the Meteors' most 
obvious faults from last sea¬ 
son, was their inability to keep 
out of the penalty box, which 
coach Clint Strachan says will 
be a lot different this time 
around.
